The regulations also pro- 
vide that coops must net exceed Bin- 
chee in width and 48 inches in length. 

The Board of Railway Commissioner 
has approved the new regulations,and 
after January 1, 1915 shipments of 
poultry not conforming to these re- 
gulations will be refused. Until that 
time coops will be accepted which do 
not conform to these measurements, 
but which have sides’ ends, and tops 
slatted. 

The new regulations are the out- 
come of an agitation on the part of 
Toronto Humane Society which has 
been pressing the matter forward in 
the hope of doing away with the suf- 
fering inflicted on the birds through 
the use of inadequate or improperly 
constructed crates. 

Two bushels of thoroughly cleaned 
seed will give better results thay four 
bushels of uncleaned seed. Seed to be 
purchased should. be ordered early. 
it may be found necessary to clean it 
‘again. Teast the rminating power 
ofall kinds of seed to be sown. Fail- 
ures are often due to poor germina- 
tion uot to the weather nor soil.

Seasonable Luxuries. 

Even the possessor of a slender 
purse may sometimes indulge in a 
few luxuries, provided she has the 
art of stretching the househeld dol- 
lar. Bome 6f the economical ways 
are cutting down the meat bills and 
avoiding the alluring bake and deli- 
cacy shops. As far as possible use 
only fresh vegetables, and balance 
these by having the Ieas expensive 
ones at least every other day. 
Dandelions can be had for the pick- 
ing; cabbage, both young and old, 
ia reasonable, and rhubarb, as “an 
accompaniment to the meat course 
as well as for all kinds of desserts, 
is most excellent.

| What He Says in Regard te Finar- 


eclial Conditions in Ontaric. 


“In regard to rural nce, A 
letter was addressed to the District 
Representatives, of whom we have 
now thirty-seven located in thirty- 
seven different centres in the Pro- 
vinee, asking them to secure what 
information they could on this sub- 
ject, @apecially with feference to 
the foll@wing points: 

“|. ‘Phe percentage of fanms mort- 
gaged and per cent. of mortgage on 
value of farms, and whether in- 
creasing or decreasing. 

“2. The extent of deposite by 
farmers in savings banks. 

“3. The extent of the damand on 
the part of farmers for loans. 

‘4. Rate of interest paid both on 
ng and short time loans. 
“*S Whether the loans are on the 
purchasing- of land only or for 
financing farm operations. 

‘In gathering this information 
they conferred with bankers, busi- 
ness men, lawyers, registry office 
officials and prominent farmers. As 
is well known, men of this type are 
usually in close touch with the con- 
ditions of their commuhities, both 
by reason of their position and by 
reason of the fact that they have 
lived a long time in the district. The 
information which has thus been se- 
cured should, therefore, by reason- 
ably reliable. . 

‘“‘Answers to the first question 
pertaining to mortgages elicited the 
fact that about 45 per cent. of the 
farms of the Prowince are mort- 
gaged to some extent, and that one- 
third would be a fair estimate of the 
amount which the mortgage repre- 
sents to the total value of the pro- 
perty. This means that mortgages 
against farm property in the Pro- 
vince represent only about 15. per 
cent. of the total value of farm pro- 
perty, which must taken as & 
very encouraging sign. Moreover, 
a considerable percentage of these 
mortgages are held by- farmers. 
Opinidns were also unanimous that 
mortgages are steadily decreasing. 
Practically every county repo 
that payments were being kept up 
very promptly and a large number 
of mortgages were being wiped off 
each year. In many cases it was 
pointed out that mortgages, while 
they are frequently taken as a baro- 
meter of prosperity, are. not alto-

On the Farm 


Feeding the Calf. 


The mother’s milk should be fed 
the first week, beginning when the 
calf is 24 to 86 hours old. The milk 
must be fresh and warm, about 95 


to 100 degrees Fahrenheit, and must. 


always be fed from a clean pail, 
preferably a tin pail, A wooden pail 
is too hard to keep sweet and clean, 

The second wack whole milk from 
any cow may be fed, and the third 
week, if the calf is in good health 
and growing nicely, the change to 
ekim milk may be begun, Do not 
make the mistake of feeding more 
skim milk simply because the cream 
is removed. The whole milk con- 
tains about as much protein as the 
calf can handle and when swim milk 
is fed in large quantities the calf 
gets more than he can use, and as 
a consequence a sick calf is the re- 
sult. 

The change from whole milk to 
skim milk must be gradual: from 
one half to 1% pounds a day, de- 
pending upon the size and vigor of 
calf. To an average calf, two weeks 
old, we would feed about twelve 
pounds a day of whole milk. The 
first day of the third week, or when 
it is desirable to begin the change, 
the daily feed would be eleven 
pounds of whole. milk and one 
pound of skim milk ; the second day, 
ten pounds of whole milk and two 
pounds of skim milk, and 80 until 
the complete change is made. It is 
just as essential to feed the skim 
milk warm as the whole milk, al- 
though when the calf gets larger 
and stronger, six to ten weeks old, 
a gradual change to cold milk may 
be made. : 

Allow the calf a clean, airy pad- 
dock or box stall in which to get 
exercise,..Give him some well cur- 
ed hay, such as timothy and clover, 
or timothy alone, as soon &6 he will 
eat it, which will be when he is from 


with this roughage there is danger 
of the calfa eating more than he can 
properly digest. 

Grain may be fed as soon as he 
will take it, and for this purpose a 
mixture of bran and crushed oats 
— oate alone is recommend. 


Protect the Tree Roota, 


In digging a tree, preserve as 
many of the roots as possible, espe- 
cially the fine roots which feed the 
larger ones, Do not let these root¢ 
dry in the sun or wind. They 
ghould be protected with burlap, 
canvas or etraw until they are set 
in the ground. This is especially 
true ofevergreens. Exposure of 
the roots to the sun or wind will 
set the resin in the root and stop 
further development of the plant. 
This is a matter that.does not seem 
to be well understood, or at least 
lieeded, by our tree planters. Thou- 
sands of evergreens are destroyed 
each year by careless handling, 
either in the nursery or, as is the 
usual case, by the planter. One 
cannot be too careful in handling 
either the evergreen or the hard- 
wood trees to keep the roots from 
drying. 


Sunlight. 


Sunlight is one of the best and 
cheapest disinfectants at.our die 
posal, and we should take advant- 
age of this fact at every opportun- 
ity. In the eccastrietion of barns 
or shelters of any kind for animals, 
ample provision should be made for 
the admission of the maximum 
amount of sunlight. Southern ex- 
posure is desirable, that is, having 
the majority of the windows facing 
the south. The warmth this - pro- 
vides in cold weather is desirable, 
and much of the excessive heat in 
summer can be avoided by provid- 
ing suitable curtains or screens. 
Most disease germs are eagily kill- 
ed by direct sunlight, as has been 
repeatedly shown by experiments.

the Bulgarian could negotiate its 
gale the Mohammedans, who had 
been so persistently on his tracks, 
confronted him and demanded iis re- 
storation.

This offictal 
appeal prevailed and the relic will be 
returned to its former place in the 
holy treasury at Adrianople. 

The Mussulmans keep their highest 


‘ veneration for the relic which is kept 


in Constantinople, the Mantle of the 
Prophet. It is diffigult to express the 
adoration of the people for tuls ort- 
flamme.. In times past when the Sul- 
tan himself led the army in war the 


relic accompanied him, to be returned | 


to the Seraglio only with an elabor- 
i ate ceremonial of prayers and the
